Funding uncertainty at both the state 
and federal levels has created sig- 
nificant worry for community health 
centers in Missouri. 

One of Missouri’s largest com- 
munity health centers has cut staff 
and services as it waits for Congress 
to reauthorize funding for the more 
than 9,200 sites across the country 


that care for more than 24 million 
people. 

“We've vacated five positions, and 
I anticipate a few additional posi- 
tions, through the end of March, to 
respond to these funding challenges,” 
Alan Freeman, CEO of Affinia 
Healthcare, told the Post-Dispatch. 

Threats to state Medicaid funding 
are also fueling these decisions to cut 
services and staff, Freeman said. 

“So you take what’s going on in 


D.C. with threats to Medicaid cuts at 
the state level, and it’s creating the 
perfect storm for us,” said Joe Pierle, 
CEO of Missouri Primary Care As- 
sociation, the trade group that rep- 
resents Missouri’s community health 
centers. 

Missouri’s community health cen- 
ters provide care in every county of 
the state. In many rural areas, they

Despite drop, most 
signs point to healthy 
economy, experts say

WASHINGTON « The Dow Jones industrial average 
plunged 1,175 points Monday in an exceptionally 
volatile day for financial markets around the world, 
stirring concern about the durability of the long- 
running stock gains. 

In the biggest global sell-off since 2016, financial 
markets from Asia to Europe to the United States 
were rocked primarily by concern about inflation. 

The Dow was off a heart-stopping 1,600 points 
in afternoon trading, the largest intraday point de- 
cline in the blue-chip index’s history. 

The downdraft raised fresh anxiety among 
Americans who have seen their savings and house- 
hold worth march steadily higher without the gyra- 
tions that are part of anormal market cycle.

ST. LOUIS Investigators believe 
the mother of a 3-month-old 
girl was the shooter in a double- 
murder-suicide that left her, her 
husband and their infant daugh- 
ter dead last week, a police source 
said. 

The three were officially identi- 
fied by police Monday as Mary Jo 
Trokey, 32, Matthew Trokey, 33, 
and their daughter Taylor Rose 
Trokey. A spokeswoman for the 
department declined to release 
further information in the ongo- 
ing investigation. 

But a police source said Mary 
Jo Trokey is believed to have been 
the shooter. Investigators are 
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tracking her purchase of a gun in 
the days before the shooting that 
occurred late Thursday or early 
Friday. They are investigating 
mental illness as a possible mo- 
tive, the source said. 

Experts on mental illness in 
new mothers say it’s possible 
postpartum psychosis may have 
played a role in the deaths. 

Postpartum psychosis is a rare 
disorder marked by delusional 
and irrational behavior that is 
triggered by pregnancy and child- 
birth. 

Most women with postpartum 
psychosis do not harm themselves 
or others. Those who do kill their 
children are betrayed by their own 
maternal instinct, which becomes 
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Mary Jo and Matthew 
Trokey are shown with 
their daughter, Taylor 
Rose, in a St. Raphael 
Catholic Church bulletin 
announcement from 
December, when the 
baby was baptized.

Intelligence Committee voted 
unanimously Monday to release 
a Democratic rebuttal to GOP 
accusations that the FBI mis- 
led a secret surveillance court 
— but whether the information 
actually becomes public will 
depend on President Donald 
Trump, who has heaped scorn 
on the effort. 

The vote means the political 
rancor roiling Congress is likely 
to continue, as accusations fly 
about which party is misus- 
ing sensitive intelligence sur- 
rounding the ongoing investi- 


associates coordinated with the 
Kremlin to interfere in the 2016 
presidential election. 

The panel’s senior Democrat, 
Rep. Adam Schiff of California, 
announced the vote results, 
saying GOP attacks on the Jus- 
tice Department and the FBI 
showed desperation on the part 
of the president’s defenders. 

“We think this will help in- 
form the public of the many 
distortions and inaccuracies” 
in the GOP memo released last 
week, Schiff said after Mon- 
day’s vote, adding that he was 
concerned the Trump adminis- 
tration could still try to stymie 
the Democrats’ response.
